The  regular  inspection  of  this  Urban  district  has  revealed  the 
following  nuisances  or  defects,  which  have  been  reported  upon  and 
dealt  with  month  by  month.  They  are  summarised  as  follows  :  —

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To  secure  the  remedy  of  these  defects,  51  letters,  165  formal 
notices  and  5  legal  notices  were  served  upon  the  Owners  or  Agents 
and  342  defects  were  remedied.

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The  cases  were  visited,  disenfectants  supplied  and  on  recovery 
174  Rooms  in  95  places  were  disinfected  with  sulphur  or 
Formhaldehyde. 

The  Collection  of  Refuse  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Council’s 
workmen  with  regularity  and  efficiency  at  the  rate  of  59  loads  weekly, 
3097  per  annum,  and  disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping  at  the  Heyside 
and  Dogford  Road  tips.  The  offal  is  collected  twice  weekly  and 
amounts  to  100  tons  per  annum  which  is  destroyed  at  Rochdale. 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  this  district  there  are  62  pail  closets,  4 
cesspools  and  2  privies.  There  are  also  26  dry  ashpits,  and  the 
number  of  ashbins  is  3900,  fresh-water  closets  3840  and  waste- water 
water  closets  944. 

During  the  year  Private  Enterprise  has  built  34  houses,  and  the 
Council  has  built  and  and  completed  70  houses. 
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The  houses  taken  down  during  the  year  numbered  127  and  the 
number  of  houses  gassed  was  101,  rooms  265.  Van  loads  of  furniture 
97,  loads  of  bedding  97,  and  the  number  of  persons  bathed  &c.  95. 

The  lodging  houses  number  four,  are  visited  frequently  and  found 
fairly  clean. 

The  Bakehouses,  46  in  number,  have  been  visited  104  times,  and 
continue  to  be  kept  clean  and  satisfactory. 

The  Cotton  Spinning,  Weaving  and  Winding  Mills  number  25. 
These  have  been  visited  56  times  and  the  sanitary  conditions  and 
cleanliness  continue  to  be  good. 

The  other  factories  and  workshops,  39  in  number,  have  been 
visited  68  times,  and  the  defects  found  in  two  places  only  were  dark 
closets  with  defective  roofs  and  insufficient  ventilation  of  the  entrance 
passages. 

These  were  remedied  after  notice  to  the  owners.  There  are  in  all 
no  places  and  228  visits  were  made.  I  consider  them  very 
satisfactory. 

The  Slaughter  houses  number  10  have  been  visited  by  me  276 
times  and  Dr.  Herbert  has  also  visited  them  weeklv  at  irregular 
intervals.  One  cow  and  two  pigs  and  2  dozen  rabbits  were  condemned 
and  destroyed. 

The  Farms  have  also  been  visited  frequently.  Twenty  one 
persons  are  registered  as  Cowkeepers  and  Purveyors,  and  in  addition 
3  other  persons  are  registered  as  Purveyors  only  and  thirty  other 
persons  have  been  registered  as  Purveyors  from  outside  the  district.
